which then collapsed on her, said prosecutor Ieuan 
Morris at Cardiff Crown Court. 

James Meehan (42) of Church Road, Barry, 
admitted a charge of dangerous driving. 

He was jailed for a year, and disqualified from 
driving for three years. 

Said Judge Niclas Parry: “You were a ticking 
bomb, a disaster waiting to happen. I have no doubt 
you were not fit to drive.” 

He said that if he had killed Mrs Crabtree, he 
would have gone to prison for six or seven years. 

“What happened was almost inevitable,” said the 
Judge. 

Mr Morris said that at the time, Meehan was driv¬ 
ing a transit van, when he should not have been on 
the road. He suffered from a medical condition 
which made him unfit to drive. He should have dis¬ 
closed this to the DVLA. 

Mrs Crabtree had serious injuries, including two 
fractured legs.She also had to undergo a bone graft.

T HE many let¬ 
ters over the 
massive con¬ 
gestion recently on, 
and to, Barry 
Island, with grid¬ 
lock extending 
many miles to the 
outskirts of Barry, 
remind me that 
when I first moved 
to live on Barry 
Island in 1977, 
there was an alter¬ 
native route, other 
than the causeway, 
onto the Island. 

This was through the 
docks themselves, and 
up Battery Hill (now 
Dock Road) onto 
Redbrink Crescent, 
where I lived until 2007. 

At that time, it was 
possible to drive through 
the then busy docklands 
(Geest boats; ammuni¬ 
tion ships and the odd 
submarine notwithstand¬ 
ing) from the Cadoxton 
entrance onto the Island. 

I did this for many 
years, as did other resi¬ 
dents, even on busy 
bank holidays, or 


November 5th (Bonfire 
night) when the same 
congestion always 
occurred, and still does. 

Then ABP decided to 
terminate this alternative 
route - even blocking 
the steps and pathway 
onto Clive Road, until a 
successful residents’ 
campaign had the right 
of access restored. 

Successive adminis¬ 
trations on the council 
have promised action, 
but nothing has been 
done. The Island resi¬ 
dents, of whom I am not 
now one, have the right 
to be furious, as do the 
owners of businesses on 
the Island, who undoubt¬ 
edly lose trade as a 
result of this chaos.

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Mystery massacre of couple’s 
100-year-old copper beech tree 


‘SOMEONE TRESPASSED WITHOUT CONSENT 


AN elderly Barry 
couple were horrified 
to discover that 
someone had entered 
their garden on 
Saturday afternoon, 
May 18, with a chain¬ 
saw and lopped 
branches off a 100- 
year-old copper 
beech tree, writes 
TIM CHAPMAN. 

The wife told The 
GEM: “When I saw 
what had happened, I 
was stunned!” 

The couple, in their 
late seventies and in 
poor health, live in a 
lane off the Port Road 
and don’t wish to be 
named, but wanted to 
emphasise the anger 
they felt about the 
episode. 

The elderly woman 
explained: “At about 
3.30pm on Saturday 


afternoon, I went into 
Barry to do some 
shopping. 

“When I returned 
home at just before 
5.30pm, I drove in and 
saw the branches on 
the ground. 

“When I saw what 
had happened, I was 
stunned. 


“At first I couldn’t 
work out what had 
happened.” 

The woman rushed 
indoors to find out 
whether her 78-year- 
old husband knew 
anything, but he had 
been watching televi¬ 
sion and didn’t realise 
what had happened. 


The couple reported 
the incident to the 
police who visited 
them and have 
launched an investiga¬ 
tion. 

The woman said: 

“It was a beautiful 
tree, a 100-year-old 
copper beech.

TRAFFIC WARDENS SHOULD 
‘EXERCISE DISCRETION’

La Cucina is on Holton Road, just 
opposite the junction with 
Thompson Street. 

Ferda insisted: “We don’t have a 
traffic problem here. Sometimes as a 
local businessman you think it’s just 
an uphill battle.” 

He said he had sympathy for resi¬ 
dents in nearby streets who endured 
the inconvenience of people parking 
in front of their houses, but said that 
in commercial areas wardens should 
exercise discretion. 

Holton Road has parking bays 
which have loading from 6am to 12 
noon, but Ferda believes that mem¬ 
bers of the public should be allowed 
to use them from 10am. 

He said: “I pay my rates for a 
service but have problems with with 
mess outside - today there was 


blood outside the cafe - and uneven 
pavements. 

“Why haven’t we got red boxes 
for dogs’ mess? 

“The idea was to create a cafe 
culture, but if people get tickets it 
will put them off.” 

Ferda has run businesses in Barry 
for 10 years, but said he sometimes 
felt that “the last person out of Barry 
should switch off the lights”. 

The GEM put some of the points 
made by Ferda to the Vale Council. 

Andrew Loosemore, the opera¬ 
tional manager for highways and 
engineering at the Vale Council, said 
traffic wardens do operate on the 
basis of discretion, but that loading 
bays are designated for the loading 
and unloading of goods and do not 
permit cars to be parked during the 
specified times. 


“To allow the bays to be utilised 
for general parking at all times 
would remove the opportunities for 
businesses to receive deliveries and 
this is something the traffic wardens 
have received praise for from many 
local shop owners. 

“Certain bays are then available 
after the specified time for general 
parking - and loading and unload¬ 
ing. 

“However, motorists should check 
the individual signs at each location 
for the restrictions. 

“With regard to the disabled per¬ 
son receiving a ticket, it is a necessi¬ 
ty to display a Blue Badge if you are 
a disabled driver, and we can only 
assume no badge was displayed. 

“There are dedicated disabled 
bays available for parking in the 
vicinity. 


“Any matters of general cleansing 
and pavement maintenance will be 
addressed through normal operations 
or upon a report from a member of 
the public.” 

Colin Smith, the works manager 
for waste management and cleans¬ 
ing, explained that the council does 
not provide separate bins for dog 
waste in commercial areas. 

“The normal litter bins that are 
evenly spaced along Holton Road 
can be used for depositing general 
litter as well as dog waste. 

“Our general waste bins have 
multi-purpose use so that it is con¬ 
venient for our residents and visitors 
to responsibly dispose of their 
waste,” Mr Smith added.

Bluebirds 
heading for 
the Vale? 


THE Vale Council 
is in negotiations 
with Cardiff City 
over plans to bring 
the Bluebirds’ new 
training academy to 
the Vale. 

The council is consid¬ 
ering making 37 acres of 
land near Hensol avail¬ 
able for the project. 

Last week, the Leader 
of the Vale Council, 
Coun Neil Moore, 
brought a report to the 
cabinet of the council, to 
“seek authority to enter 
into an agreement for 
lease and thereafter a 
150 year lease with 
Cardiff City Football 
Club of approximately 
37 acres of land at 
Tynyplancau, Hensol, to 
enable them to develop 
the land as training 
pitches, professional 
squad and academy 
buildings”. 

Cabinet members 
were told that the club 
has been looking at vari¬ 
ous sites in Cardiff and 
the Vale for a number of 
months and, following a 
short-listing of sites and 
confirmation of promo¬ 
tion to the Premier 
League, have concluded 
that the preferred option 
is to locate training facil¬ 
ities at the council- 
owned site at 
Tynyplancau, Hensol. 

The training facilities 
will need to be designed 
and constructed to the 


required FA and Premier 
League standards. 

Plaid Cymru council¬ 
lor Ian Johnson told The 
GEM: “Working along¬ 
side local sports clubs 
should be beneficial, and 
the investment in the 
Vale must be welcomed. 

“However, there will 
be a number of issues 
that will have to be 
ironed out before plan¬ 
ning permission can be 
given.” 

Coun Johnson said he 
thought the length of the 
lease was a surprise: “A 
150-year lease must be 
absolutely water-tight, as 
no-one ever really 
knows what the future 
might hold for a football 
club not owned by the 
supporters. 

“The final contract 
must get a good deal for 
the Vale, local residents 
and Cardiff City.”

Since the incident, she 
cannot sleep properly, is 
in constant pain and can¬ 
not run, jump or kneel. 

The collision, said Mr 
Morris occurred in 
Bridgend Road, Barry, at 
about 11.45am on June 
23. 

Meehan mounted the 
kerb, pinning Mrs 
Crabtree against a wall 
which collapsed on her. 

Six months before, he 
had gone to his GP and 
was diagnosed with a 
form of epilepsy. He 
was advised not to climb 
ladders and he wrongly 
indicated to the doctor 
that he was not a driver. 

At the time, Pauline 
Crabtree was returning 
home for lunch, and was 
yards from her house 
when the van suddenly 
appeared. 

After the incident, 
Meehan drove off and 


parked. He walked up to 
the scene and said: 
“What’s happened here, 
then?” 

When the police 
arrived, he said he had 
been experiencing black¬ 
outs. 

He later maintained he 
didn’t know he had a 
medical condition. In 
addition to the bone 
grafts, said Mr Morris, 
the injured woman had 
metal plates inserted in 
the injuries. 

While she was in hos¬ 
pital, Meehan tele¬ 
phoned her and said he 
didn’t know how he hit 
her. 

He was said to have 
previous convictions for 
driving with excess alco¬ 
hol and driving while 
disqualified. 

His barrister, Andrew 
Taylor, said: “He has not 
driven since the incident. 
It was a very unfortunate 
case of dangerous driv¬ 
ing.”

Persimmon 
meets residents 
over ‘White 
Farm’ concerns 


ON May 23, a public meeting 
was held for local residents to 
raise their concerns with the 
developers of the White Farm 
site, Persimmon Homes. 

The meeting was organised by local 
Labour councillors for the Dyfan and 
Gibbonsdown wards Claire Curtis, 
Anthony Powell, Rob Curtis and 
Margaret Wilkinson. 

Around 50 residents turned up to 
question the management team from 
Persimmon Homes and their associates 
along with representatives from the 
contractors Gerald Davies, who are 
currently carrying out the landscaping 
of the land to create the open space 
scheme agreed as part of the planning 
permission. 

The meeting was also attended by 
Paul Swain, agency engineer with 
responsibility for the project from the 
Vale Council. 

The meeting began with a presenta¬ 
tion from Persimmon Homes on the 
open space scheme including the re¬ 
planting of the hedgerows, the tree 
planting programme, the creation of a 
pond and the flood defences that will 
be put in place. 

Coun Rob Curtis then launched the 
White Farm Conservation Group 
which is a new voluntary group set up 
with the aim of looking after the park 
space once completed and preserving 
the wildlife, trees and plants that live in 
the valley. 

The meeting continued with ques¬ 
tions from the residents, which includ¬ 
ed issues around boundaries, road lay¬ 


outs and traffic congestion. 

Coun Claire Curtis said: “We would 
like to thank the residents for taking 
the time to attend this event. 

“As Councillors we had seen the 
plans for the White Farm site and 
thought it important that local residents 
saw for themselves the planned 
changes to their neighbourhood. We 
would also like to thank Persimmon 
Homes for readily agreeing to come 
and meet the local residents and listen 
to their concerns.”

CARDIFF CROWN COURT ROUND-UP by aj sicluna 


Man suffered double 
fracture of the jaw in 
in ‘unprovoked’ attack 


ONE of two men 
who were involved 
in a verbal 
exchange in the 
centre of Barry, 
suffered a double 
fracture of the jaw, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has been 
told. 

Jordon Hunt (19) of 
Fford Elin, Barry, 
admitted inflicting 
grievious bodily harm 
on 26-year-old Matthew 
Gill and was sentenced 
to 18 months in a young 
offender institution. 

Said Judge Niclas 
Parry: 

“This was a wholly 
unprovoked attack in 
broad daylight in a pub¬ 


lic place. It was cow¬ 
ardly and snide. You 
approached from the 
side, where he could not 
see the blow that was 
coming. 

“You then decked 
him and punched him 
when he was on the 
floor. You have trained 
boxing skills, and you 
used them. This was a 
sustained attack causing 
serious injury.” 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said the 
incident in Barry Road, 
Barry, was captured on 
closed circuit television. 

The two men had 
words, after which Hunt 
attacked Mr Gill causing 
him a double fracture of 
the jaw which had to be 
wired and re-set. He 


still suffers from numb¬ 
ness. Since the incident, 
Mr Gill said he felt too 
scared to go to Barry to 
visit friends. He said: 
“I don’t know how I’ll 
get over this.” 

He also added that he 
no longer liked going 
out. 

Doctors have told 
him, he said, that he 
could have nerve dam¬ 
age to his face for the 
rest of his life. 

Said Mr Greenwood: 
“Mr Gill can think of no 
motive for the attack.” 

The court heard that 
Hunt had a previous 
conviction for actual 
bodily harm in an inci¬ 
dent of “gratuitous vio¬ 
lence” in Thompson 
Street, Barry. 


Disc jockey caught 
with drugs in a 
Cardiff night club 


STAFF at a Cardiff club dis¬ 
covered a man in possession of 
prohibited drugs when they 
went into a lavatory. 

At Cardiff Crown Court, Ryan 
Ansell (21) of Jackson’s Quay, Barry, 
was jailed for a year, the sentence sus¬ 
pended for 18 months. 

Ansell had admitted possessing 
mephadrone with the intent to supply. 

Said Judge Christopher Llewellyn- 
Jones: “I have a suspicion you were 
dealing in drugs on a greater scale than 
what I have to sentence you for. I sen¬ 
tence you on the basis that you are a 
small-time dealer.” 

He said the courts crack down on 
people who supply drugs, for the sim¬ 
ple reason they cause a lot of trouble. 

“Rest assured if you come back here 
again for dealing in drugs, a long sen¬ 
tence will follow. You are trying to bet¬ 
ter yourself, and that’s to your credit.” 

Prosecutor Geoffrey Jones said that 
in the early hours of November 3 last 
year, staff at Club X, Charles Street, 
Cardiff, went into the lavatory where 
Ansell was acting suspiciously. 

He was found to have on him a quan¬ 
tity of mephadrone and £50 in cash. 

“He was detained and handed over 


to the police.” 

Ansell indicated that he worked as a 
disc jockey in Cardiff and Bristol. On 
his mobile phone were many texts indi¬ 
cating a background of drugs. 

When arrested, said Mr Jones, he 
lied to the police claiming the drugs 
were for personal use and the £50 was 
dole money. 

He later admitted he had been deal¬ 
ing for some months. 

His solicitor, Adam Sharpe, said: “At 
night, he intended to sell four deals of 
the drug. What was seized was at the 
modest end of the scale. 

“He has experienced great shame in 
committing the offence. Fortunately, 
he has a positive work ethic.” 

Mr Sharpe said his mother was 
enraged, disappointed and appalled at 
what he had done, and he had been 
severely reprimanded. 

“He no longer takes drugs,” said Mr 
Sharpe. 

Ansell was also made subject to a 
supervision order for 18 months, and 
ordered to carry out 100 hours unpaid 
work, to attend a substance misuse pro¬ 
gramme and to pay costs of £750 plus a 
victim surcharge of £100. 


His counsel, Peter 
Harding-Roberts, said: 
“It was accepted that the 
victim could not defend 
himself, but at the time 
the two had exchanged 
words. 

“The harm caused 
was not the most seri¬ 
ous, but the assault did¬ 
n’t end with just one 


punch.” 

He added there was 
no premeditation, and he 
decided to attack on the 
spur of the moment. 

“His father was the 
first to say he was com¬ 
pletely out of order,” 
said Mr Harding- 
Roberts. 


Man found 
guilty of 
manslaughter 


A KILLER who 
attacked a man 
while wearing only 
a bath towel, has 
been jailed for 12 
years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Stuart Worvell (22) of 
Tonna Road, Maesteg, 
was found not guilty of 
murdering Thomas 
Sutton, but guilty of 
manslaughter. 

He was also found not 
guilty of attempting to 
murder a friend of Mr 
Sutton, Kyle Harris. 

Mr Justice Wynn 
Williams said he had 
seen no sign of remorse. 

The court heard that 
Mr Sutton and Mr Harris 
called at Worvell’s house 
on the night of June 26, 
believing a party was 
going on. Worvell was 
sitting in his bath listen¬ 
ing to music. 

Prosecutor Greg 
Taylor QC said he went 


downstairs wearing only 
a towel and opened the 
door. 

As the two men came 
inside, Worvell, who 
armed himself with a six- 
inch knife, stabbed Mr 
Sutton in the neck and 
chest. 

“It was one of those 
wounds that probably 
played a major factor in 
Mr Sutton’s death,” said 
the Judge. 

The Judge said that 
what was certain was that 
after two stabs, Sutton 
was in no sort of aggres¬ 
sive state. 

The Judge said the 
victim moved into the 
house, was followed and 
stabbed on further occa¬ 
sions. 

He pointed out that Mr 
Harris was not an aggres¬ 
sor, and tried to help his 
friend. 

Worvell reacted by 
stabbing him.

The event, which was hosted by Sport Wales and 
Scrum V presenter Lisa Rogers and CBeebies pre¬ 
senter Alex Winters, marked the sixth year of the 
annual competition run by ‘Show Racism the Red 
Card’. 

Lisa Rogers has been a long time ambassador of 
the charity, having presented the awards for the last 
three years. “‘Show Racism the red card’ works on 
the very basic premise that if you want to get rid of 
racist attitudes, the people you need to talk to are 
children. And it works,” she said. 

“I’ve been to their workshops and saw the huge 
power for good and that’s why I continue to support 
their awards event every year.” 

The anti-racism charity, which delivers work¬ 
shops in schools across Wales, is celebrating a 
record-breaking year, having educated nearly 14,000 
youngsters on how to stop racism in their communi¬ 
ties this academic year alone.

You're home 
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‘Bedroom tax’ 
sparks debate 


A PLAID CYMRU 
councillor in the Vale 
has criticised the 
Westminster 
Government’s so- 
called ‘bedroom tax’, 
as figures show that a 
sizeable minority of 
households affected in 
the Vale include a dis¬ 
abled resident. 

Plaid Cymru Coun Ian 
Johnson told The GEM 
that of the 650 households 
affected by the bedroom 
tax in the Vale, 308 
include a recipient of the 
disability premium. 

Coun Johnson claimed 
the Coalition was being 
‘heartless’. 

He said: “These figures 
show up the bedroom tax 
for what it is - a smash 
and grab on some of the 
most vulnerable in society. 

“Conservatives and 
Liberal Democrats should 
be ashamed of themselves. 


“Our local MP is very 
keen to talk about the 
Welsh Government or the 
Vale Council, but not upon 
policies that he voted 
through at Wes tmin ster. 

“This is a heartless and 
impractical policy which 
will save little money but 
creates difficulties for 
fa mi lies who have little 
spare income to draw 
upon. 

“Nearly half of those 
affected in the Vale 
receive the disability pre- 
miu: £14 a week may not 
sound like much to some 
people, especially 

Conservative MPs, but 
£728 per year is a substan¬ 
tial amount extra to find. 

“Just where are these 
households going to find 
additional income to 
spend on this?” 

Some people argue that 
the “bedroom tax” is not a 
tax, but actually a welfare 


transfer. Those under¬ 
occupying council or 
social housing - in terms 
of the number of bed¬ 
rooms - don’t have to pay 
the state money, but 
receive a smaller handout 
from taxpayers. 

‘SELECTIVE’ 

Local MP Alun Caims 
said Coun Johnson’s fig¬ 
ures were “highly selec¬ 
tive,” and that he was fail¬ 
ing to take into considera¬ 
tion fami li es needing larg¬ 
er accommodation. 

He explained: “Welfare 
reform is always difficult 
and it is about making the 
system fairer to all con¬ 
cerned.

changes. I know of one 
example where there is

“It is also a scandal that 
the level of new social 
house build fell signifi¬ 
cantly in the years leading 
up to 2010 when there was 
a Plaid Cymru housing 
M in ister. 

“Many are not affected 
by the policy, because 
pensioners are excluded, 
as well as people with spe¬ 
cific disability needs. 

“I have received many 
calls from people worried 
about the policy, but when 
I look into their details, 
they are excluded as a 
result of the many exemp¬ 
tions. There is a lot of 
scaremongering going on 
and critics need to act 
responsibly. 

“It is also worth noting 
that people on housing 
benefit that rent in the pri¬ 
vate sector don’t receive 
payments for extra bed¬ 
rooms. In order to be 
equitable. Is Coun 
Johnson suggesting that 
these claimants also 
receive extra payments?” 

He added: “To have any 
credibility, anyone who 
criticises this policy needs 
to explain where the 
money would come from 
to reverse such a change.”

Beware these scams! 


ANY human activity 
is exploited by fraud¬ 
sters feathering their 
own nest regardless of 
any hurt caused - 
they adapt their activ¬ 
ities to exploit the 
world of computing. 

They use the exis¬ 
tence of the Web and 
Internet to swindle those 
who are not familiar 
with their criminal ways 
and their easiest victims 
are those unfamiliar with 
computers, or who do 
not know how to recog¬ 
nise scams. 

A scam is a ruse to 
defraud. Scams have 
been around for genera¬ 
tions. To get a feel for 
how they work, down¬ 
load ‘The Little Book of 
BIG Seams’ from 
www.met.police.uk/lit- 
tle_book_scam.pdf. 

There are a few scams 
that have cropped up 
since the book was pub¬ 
lished and are now going 
the rounds. 

A popular one at the 
moment is a phone call 
from someone pretend¬ 
ing to be from 
Microsoft. The caller 
says that Microsoft is 
aware of a problem with 
your computer and will 
fix it for you, if you 
switch on your computer 
and let them take remote 
control of it. 


Your safe course is to 
hang up. If you let them 
take over your computer 
remotely, they will pre¬ 
tend to cure a problem 
you didn’t have and 
charge a fee for doing 
so. They might also have 
stolen confidential infor¬ 
mation from your com¬ 
puter that might let them 
access your bank 
account and steal your 
money. 

Microsoft cannot be 
aware of any fault on 
your computer. Even if 
you have sent them a 
report of a fault as 
requested when some¬ 
thing goes wrong, the 
report is anonymous so 
they cannot identify your 
computer. Microsoft 
will never ring you or 
ask to control your 
machine. Hang up, dial 
101, and report the inci¬ 
dent to the police. 

There are other scams 
that are familiar to many, 
but keep coming. Some 
people must still be bit¬ 
ing to keep them worth¬ 
while. 

DO NOT believe an 
email that says you have 
won a major prize in a 
lottery that you have no 
recollection of entering. 
DO NOT ring the num¬ 
ber to verify your prize. 

It is probably a premium 
rate line and there is no 


prize. The same applies 
to a free holiday abroad. 
It’s a scam. 

DO NOT believe that 
anyone wants your help 
to import a large sum of 
money in return for a big 
slice of it. DO NOT pay 
an up-front administra¬ 
tion fee. 

If you get a desperate 
email from a friend sud¬ 
denly called abroad and 
asking for financial help, 
DO call him (at home 
where he will be) and 
tell him his address book 
has been hacked. 

No bank will ever 
email you asking you to 
confirm your account

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Fast, Furious - and 
ludicrously fun! 


T here is an 
unwritten 
rule that any 
film franchise 
which introduces 
Dwayne Johnson to 
the cast, improves 
said franchise by 87 
per cent. 

It worked for GI Joe , 
banishing memories of 
the atrocious first film, 
while his appearance as 
Luke Hobbs in Fast Five 
made that film, for my 
money, the best of the 
franchise. 

He returns in Fast & 
Furious 6, which sees 
him reunited with 
Dominic Toretto (Vin 
Diesel), Brian O’Conner 
(Paul Walker), and their 
crew, when they are 
forced to team up to take 
down mercenary Shaw 
(Luke Evans), a mission 
made more personal for 
the pair with the reap¬ 
pearance of Letty 
(Michelle Rodriguez) 
who is seemingly help¬ 
ing Shaw... 

The success of Fast 
Five in 2011 was a mas¬ 


sive surprise, delivering 
a nitro-boost to a fran¬ 
chise that was in danger 
of running out of petrol 
and being taken for 
scrap. 

The main reason for 
that was Dwayne 
Johnson, who really 
brought the film to life, 
making his return here a 
most welcome one; and 
while Fast & Furious 6 
sees Johnson take a less 
prominent role, it does¬ 
n’t affect the overall 
quality, delivering thrills, 
spills, clunky dialogue 
and even clunkier acting 
- but still hugely enter¬ 
taining. 

Six films in and the 
franchise has no interest 
in reinventing the wheel; 
instead it sticks resolute¬ 
ly to what has made it 
successful in the first 
place and amping up 
these elements. With 
director Justin Lin 
(departing after this 
instalment) and screen¬ 
writer Chris Morgan on 
their fourth Fast & 
Furious collaboration,

down to a fine art. 

For Morgan, it’s writ¬ 
ing dialogue that splut¬ 
ters like a G reg Skoda 
and a story that ticks the 
genre boxes with 
aplomb, but while it 
should be a source of 
criticism, somehow it 
fits perfectly within the 
tone of the genre. 

It’s a similar story 
with Lin’s direction, 
where subtlety is a 
naughty word and the 
more flesh, testosterone 
and vehicular carnage on 
show the better, but his 
direction plays up the 
conventions of what you 
would expect and never 
tries to be too clever. 

He is also capable of 
crafting an impressive 
set-piece, and this film 
has three of them; a car 
chase around the busy 
streets of London (seem¬ 
ingly seen through the 
eyes of Austin Powers), 
a tank chase that just 
keeps getting more out 
of control and a climax 
involving an airplane 


that caps the film off in 
high-octane style. There 
are also some hard-hit¬ 
ting fist fights, with top 
honours going to Gina 
Carano and Michelle 
Rodriguez’s tube station 
scrap that would make 
the strongest man flinch. 

What's less impres¬ 
sive is the acting, which 
has never been the fran¬ 
chise's strong point; Vin 
Diesel growls his way 
through it as you would 
expect, Paul Walker 
delivers his lines as if 
channeling a robot, and 
while Johnson is his 
usual charismatic self, 
the remainder of the cast 
won’t be troubling the 
end-of-year awards. 

But, to be fair, that 
isn’t the point of this 
film; the point of Fast & 
Furious 6 is to deliver 
wall-to-wall action, 
spectacle over substance, 
and it does that incredi¬ 
bly well, a unashamed 
genre film that delivers 
all you want. 

VERDICT: 

Ludicrous fun, Fast & 
Furious 6 makes no 
bones about doing what 
it does best, delivering 
action and spectacle with 
a knowing sense of reck¬ 
less abandon. The act¬ 
ing is weak, the script 
predictable, but Justin 
Lin’s epic direction 
makes this not just a 
worthwhile addition to 
the franchise, but also a 
grandiose blockbuster in 
its own right.

I hope my previous 
interference has 
sparked some life into 
obtaining the road, 
but only time will tell. 

Although by the 
time this column is 
read we will have had 
another Bank Holiday, 
I hope that there will 
not have been a reoc¬ 
currence of the con¬ 
gestion in and around 
Barry Island, as was 
the case recently. 

It was clear that the 


fatality blocking off 
Porthcawl caused 
extra traffic at our 
seaside resorts and 
that every facility was 
at capacity. 

Although plans had 
been put in place, 
problems occurred; 
therefore, as a precau¬ 
tion, we are planning 
to put in place new 
traffic management 
arrangements - and 
have further discus¬ 
sions with the police to 
try to get more offi¬ 
cers available over the 
holiday period. 

I am hopeful that 
new arrangements can 
be put in place and 
that it will be success¬ 
ful, not only for the 
visitors, but also busi¬ 
nesses. 

Finally, I hope 
everyone had a good 
bank holiday weekend 
wherever they were.

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CARDIFF CROWN COURT ROUND-UP by aj siluna 


Judge says man’s 
interest in 
computer images 
was ‘nauseating’ 


A 65-YEAR-OLD man has 
been sentenced to a three-year 
community order at Cardiff 
Crown Court, for having 
pornographic pictures of chil¬ 
dren on his computer. 

Alun Samuel, of Greenways, 
Porthcawl, was told by Judge Stephen 
Hopkins QC that his interest in such 
images was nothing less than “nauseat¬ 
ing”. 

Samuel had been convicted by Vale 
Magistrates of one charge of possess¬ 
ing indecent images of children, and 12 
of making indecent images of children. 

Prosecutor Martin Kelly said the 
offences came to light when officers 
from the South Wales Public 
Protection Unit seized the computer 
belonging to Samuel. 

There were 79 indecent images - 48 
at level one, three at level three, 28 at 
level four. The most serious level is 
five. 

Samuel was arrested and admitted 
accessing the indecent images. 

He said they had “popped up” and 
had become an obsession. 

“He expressed extreme remorse,” 
said Mr Kelly. 

Samuel’s counsel, Alex Greenwood, 
said: “He was full and frank at the ear¬ 
liest opportunity. He has lost his 
impeccable character and will have to 
live with this for the rest of his life.” 


He was contemplating moving from 
the area. 

Mr Greenwood said he was so 
shocked when the police arrived, he 
had to be taken to hospital and was 
receiving medication for a heart condi¬ 
tion. 

“He is under no illusion as to the 
seriousness of his position.” 

He said the utter humiliation of the 
case was a substantial punishment in 
itself. 

The Judge said hitherto Samuel had 
led a blameless life. 

The Judge said that as was his duty 
he saw some of the images and one 
involved a child of no more than four. 

“Any normal person would find 
these images distressing. Each sepa¬ 
rate photo is a separate victim.” 

He said people who viewed them 
perpetuated the trade of the damage 
caused to young people. 

Samuel was ordered to attend a sex 
offender programme course, and 
ordered to register as a sex offender for 
five years. 

He was also banned for life from 
working with children, and the Judge 
ordered the forfeiture and the destruc¬ 
tion of the computer. 

The Judge also ordered a pair of 
binoculars found in Samuel’s home be 
forfeited and destroyed. He was also 
ordered to pay £340 costs. 


Brothers sentenced 
for a ‘disgraceful 
incident’ of affray 


TWO brothers who 
took part in an 
affray in Barry 
were sentenced at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Robert Avient (22) of 
Miskin Street, Barry, was 
jailed for 10 months and 
his 24-year-old brother 
Michael Avient, was sen¬ 
tenced to eight months’ 
imprisonment, suspend¬ 
ed for a year and ordered 
to carry out 180 hours 
unpaid work. 

He was also made sub¬ 
ject to an electronically- 
tagged three-month cur¬ 
few from 6.30pm- 6am. 

Both men admitted a 
charge of affray. 


Robert Avient also 
admitted inflicting 
grievious bodily harm on 
Ceneyt Ulug and 
Michael Avient admitted 
causing actual bodily 
harm to Jamie Jones. 

Prosecutor Jason 
Howells said the parties 
involved had exchanged 
words, after which there 
was a fight. 

The two victims were 
assaulted, one was hit 
over the head with a bot¬ 
tle. 

The brothers later sur¬ 
rendered themselves to 
the police, and blamed 
the injured party for what 
had happened. 

Mr Ulug had 12 stitch¬ 
es put in a head wound, 


and a number of teeth 
were chipped. Mr Jones 
suffered cuts and bruises. 

Robert Avient was 
said to have convictions 
for assaulting the police, 
and for a public order 
offence. 

His brother had no 
previous convictions. 

Claire Pickthall for 
Robert Avient, said 
something happened to 
make him to behave as 
inappropriately as he did. 

“It is something he bit¬ 
terly regrets. Such 
behaviour has affected 
the rest of his life. 

“He is not stupid, but 
understands the serious¬ 
ness of what has 
occurred. 

“He is utterly terrified 
of what might happen to 
him, and in front of me 
he broke down in tears.” 

Byron Broadstock for 
Michael Avient, said he 
had a clean record, his 
partner was expecting a 
child, and he was at a low 
risk of re-offending. 

“The offences were 
very much out of charac¬ 
ter. The injuries suffered 
by Mr Jones were 
minor.” 

Judge Niclas Parry 
said: “This was a dis¬ 
graceful incident of 
drunken violence involv¬ 
ing the use of a 
weapon.” 

Robert Avient, he said, 
over-reacted, struck his 
victim over the head with 
a bottle, which smashed.

Judge tells 
jealous lover 


Women sentenced 
for a series 


to ‘grow up’ of drug offences 


A JEALOUS lover 
who beat up a stu¬ 
dent has been sen¬ 
tenced to 12 months 
in a young offender 
institution, suspended 
for a year, and 
ordered to carry out 
200 hours unpaid 
work. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, Callum Wingren 
(19), a £300-a-week 
scaffolder, of 
Shakespeare Avenue, 
Penarth, was told by 
Judge Christopher 
Llewellyn-Jones: “You 
need to grow up.” 

Wingren had been 
convicted by Cardiff 
Magistrates of inflicting 
grievious bodily harm 
and committed to the 
Crown Court for sen¬ 
tence. 

Prosecutor Geoffrey 
Jones said the teenage 
student travelled by train 
from Cadoxton to 
Bridgend College. A 
girl student, the girl¬ 
friend of the defendant, 
struck up a friendship 
with him. 

“A11 that occurred was 
occasional verbal flirt¬ 
ing.” 

Wingren sent him a 
text message saying: 
“Touch my girlfriend 
again, and I’ll kill you. 
I’ll find out where you 
live.” He also said he 
would “break his legs, 
stamp on his head and 
kill him”. 

In a premeditated 
attack, said Mr Jones, 
the defendant waited to 
confront him in a car 
park, punched him to the 
left side of his face, 
punched him in both 
eyes, picked him up and 
threw him on the bonnet 
of a car, while delivering 
15 blows. 

He picked up the 
injured man’s mobile 
phone and threw it away. 

The teenager was 
taken to the University 
Hospital of Wales with 
cuts and bruises, numb¬ 
ness to the face and a 
cheekbone fracture. 

In a victim impact 
statement, the injured 
person said he had to 
give up sport for three 
weeks, was on a restrict¬ 
ed diet and was fearful 
of going out. 

He no longer travels 
by train, and he said his 
friends and family 
thought he had changed. 

Mr Jones said he had 
also received coun¬ 
selling. 

“The attack has shat¬ 
tered his confidence and 
affected his personality,” 
said Mr Jones. 

Wingren claimed to 
the police that the youth 


had thrown the first 
punch. 

His solicitor, Aubrey 
Samson, said: “To say 
that he is deeply embar¬ 
rassed and remorseful is 
an understatement. 

“He believes the vic¬ 
tim’s friendship had 
gone too far, and he 
believed he could sort 
things out. If he could 
turn the clock back, he 
would. 

“He used only his 
fists, and no weapons. 

“He hopes to have a 
trial for Wales under-20 
rugby team. He works 
hard and plays hard. He 
has made one mistake, 
and will not make anoth¬ 
er one.” 

The Judge said he had 
no right whatsoever to 
beat up someone who 
talked to his girlfriend. 

The Judge added: 
“Keep your fists to your¬ 
self. What you did to 
that young man was 
unforgiveable.” 

He was ordered to pay 
the victim £1,250 com¬ 
pensation, costs of £750 
and a victim surcharge 
of £100. 

The Judge also made 
a restraining order pre¬ 
venting the defendant 
having contact with the 
victim for two years. 


TWO young women broke 
down in tears in the dock at 
Cardiff Crown Court while 
being sentenced for a series of 
drug offences. 

Samantha Herbert (21) of 
Mackworth Street, Bridgend, admitted 
supplying cannabis, and possessing 
drugs with intent to supply. She was 
made subject to a community order 
involving 150 hours unpaid work. 

Dionne Howe (20) of the same 
address, admitted to supplying 
cannabis, possessing drugs with intent 
to supply and offering to supply drugs. 

She was sentenced to eight months 
in a young offenders’ institution, sus¬ 
pended for 18 months, ordered to carry 
out 220 hours unpaid work and made 
subject to a supervision order for 18 
months. 

Judge Christopher Llewellyn-Jones 
said: “You are two young women who 
realise you have ended up in serious 
trouble. Distribution of drugs is 
regarded seriously by the court, and 
normally there is a sentence of impris¬ 
onment.” 

He said he wanted them to under¬ 
stand how close they had come to 
going to prison. But, he said, the 
defendants had pulled themselves 
together, and hopefully the matter 
would be put behind them. 

For many years, said the Judge, he 
had seen the destitution and terrible 
effects caused by drugs. 

Prosecutor Jeremy Jenkins said the 
offences came to light last July when 
police went to an address in 


Cowbridge Road, Bridgend. 

There they found scales and a quan¬ 
tity of the Class A drug MDMA. 

There was also a quantity of 
cannabis and cash of £200. 

Howe later admitted supplying 
cannabis to friends. She also said she 
used cannabis and on occasion Herbert 
had delivered it to her. 

The court heard she and Herbert had 
purchased MDMA for £200, and 
offered to supply it but not for gain. 

Mr Jenkins said it was difficult to 
separate the role of each defendant, but 
each played a significant part in its dis¬ 
tribution and sale. 

Meirion Davies, for Howe, said: 
“She is an intelligent woman who has 
had problems. She is in absolute terror 
of going into custody. 

“Luckily, she has pulled herself 
together and there is now a volte face. 
She is now of minimal risk of harm to 
the public because she has been pulled 
up short.” 

He said she worked in a manage¬ 
ment role and realised she had “made a 
complete ass of herself’. 

Dean Pullin, for Herbert, said she 
once worked for a law firm and pos¬ 
sessed many attractive qualities. 

“From the outset, there was com¬ 
plete co-operation. Hers was a lesser 
role, and she was mortified to find her¬ 
self before the court.” 

He described her as “bright, but 
criminally naive”. 

Mr Pullin said she had enough about 
her to move on.
